W’HAT’S NEW IN HOME 
DESIGN 

This year inHome Design the em¬ 
phasis is placed on the kitchen. 
They are emphasizing clean, 
smooth lines and simple elegance 
of wood and glass in the kitchen. 
The very latest trend puts em¬ 
phasis on carpeting in the kitchen. 
I have to question whether or not 
this is practical. 

The latest color in appliances in 
the kitchen is black. The major 
appliances will soon be seen with 
a lot of bold design on the doors 
of refrigerators and ranges. How¬ 
ever, I question this new trend, as 
I am sufe that these appliances are 
major expenditures and it would 
be quite easy to become tired of 
bold design on them. 11 seems 
coloured appliances are here to 
stay. If you are buying coloured 
appliances, please keep in mind 
that the shades and tones of colours 
change each year and you must 
buy all your appliances from the 
same manufacturer in order t o 
keep the colours identical. 

A new type of counter topping 
is made from sea sheels. It actually 
consists of sea shells in a polyester 
binder. This counter topping was 
called Marva Glass and resembles 
marble to a certain extent. It is 
about one half inch thick. It comes 
in a complete range of colours and 
should be interesting to watch for 
its availability In Canada. However, 
I do feel that it will be rather 
expensive. . 

Panels of various material and 
textures are becoming increasingly 
popular in homes. There are new 
fibre board panels on the market 
in many colours and it is now possi¬ 
ble to purchase dry wall with 
cunyl wall paper already applied 
to it. There are interesting acrylic- 
panels on the market that look 
like stained glass available in a 
variety of colours. If you are build¬ 
ing a new home you might like 
to try these new panels. However 
do question the suppliers on how 
to cover cracks or joins in the 
panels, as many of the cracks can¬ 
not be covered sufficiently. 

Wall paper seems to be becoming 
more popular each year and the 
designs in it are certainly improv¬ 
ing. A new type of wall paper is 
now available made from crushed 
cork and provides a very interest¬ 
ing texture. 

With the great availability of 
building materials, it is possible 
to achieve almost any effect de¬ 
sired, when building a home. Be 
sure to shop carefully for finishing 
materials and to consider their ad¬ 
vantages and their disadvantages 
before buying. 

LAWS OF INTEREST TO

I REPORT FROM 

Parliament Hill j 

(Dr. L. E. Kindt, M.P.) 

When John Diefenbaker r e- 
commended to Her Majesty the 
appointment of Georges Vanier as 
Governor General of Canada i n 
1959, nobody had any idea of the 
extent that the late Governor 
General and his gracious wife 
would endear themselves to the 
people of Canada and bring such 
lustre to the office of Governor 
General. 

It has been said that “no one 
is irreplaceable” but, like most 
trite expressions, this is not always 
true. It will be very difficult in¬ 
deed to replace the Vaniers. 

Because of his French back¬ 
ground and his very great person- 
nal qualifications, the late Gover¬ 
nor General has been a superlative 
unifying force in our country, 
which has been so very necessary 
at a time when so much publicity 
has been given to the Separatist 
Movement in Quebec. 

There has, of course, been con¬ 
siderable speculation regarding the 
successor to our late Governor 
General, and, indeed, an appoint¬ 
ment must be made very speedily 
since the new incumbent will have 
many duties to perform very soon 
because of the multitude of cere¬ 
monies associated with our Cen¬ 
tennial Year. 

On many occasions, we, as Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament, were privileged 
to be guests at Government House 
and on these occasions, the Gover¬ 
nor General often entertained us 
by telling us anecdotes of his ex¬ 
perience. He enjoyed a good joke 
and my personal impression was 
that he was a warm, witty and 
friendly person. By the way, I 
am particularly happy that the 
three Centenarians residing in 
Macleod Riding will receive or 
have received Certificates per¬ 
sonally signed by Governor General 
Vanier. One of these Certificates
